The  ministerial  crisis  lias  al  last  been  set- 
lied  by  turning  the  government  over  to  the 
liberals  and  entrusting  the  administration  ol 
public  affairs  to  a  cabinet  presided  over  by 
the  Visconcle  de  Ohio  Preto— better  known 
as  Senator  Alfonso  Celso.  On  the  date  of 
our  last  issue  an  effort  was  being  made  to 
organize  a  conservative  cabinet  by  Viscondc 
de  Vieira  da  Silva  who  finally  was  compelled 
to  decline  through  inability  to  harmonize 
the  two  factions  in  his  own  parly.  This 
made  three  conservative  leaders  whom  the 
Emperor  hail  called  lo  organize  a  cabinet— 
Correia,  Cruzeiro  (Teixeira  Jr.)  anil  Vieira 
da  Silva— and  as  none  of  them  appeared 
si rong  enough  to  organize  a  ministry  which 
could  command  a  majority  in  the  Chamber 
the  Emperor  very  wisely  concluded  lo  call 
in  the  other  party.  The  first  invitation  was 
sent  out  to  Senator  Saraiva,  the  one  man  in 
whom  the  Emperor  appears  lo  have  un- 
changing confidence,  but  the  liahia  states- 
man declined  because  of  poor  health. 
The  Viscondc  de  Ohio  Preto  was  then  sent 
for,  on  the  6th,  and  with  the  result  that  the 
charge  was  promptly  accepted  and  a  min- 
istry organized  on  the  following  day.  The 
new  cabinet  is  as  follows  : 
Senator   VlSCONDE    DE   Ouito    Preto,    of  Minns 

Ccraes,  premier  and  minister  of  finance; 
fiAItAO  DE  Loreto   (not  in  parliament)  of  Piatihy, 

minister  of  empire; 
Senator  Candido  l.mz  Maria   de  Oeiviura,  of 

Minas  Geraes,  minister  of  jnsiice  ;

As  to  the  character  and  ability  of  the  new 
ministry,  much  may  be  said  that  is  favor- 
able, and  much  that  isipiile  as  unfavorable. 
It  is  largely  composed  of  men  of  strong 
convictions  and  marked  energy.  It  has 
declared  itself  in  favor  of  a  progressive 
liberal  policy,  but  this  has  so  often  been 
done  that  we  are  constrained  to  wait  for 
accomplished  facts  before  offering  compli- 
ments. It  may  be  said,  however,  that  if  the 
new  ministry  succeeds  in  making  a  good 
start  in  the  direction  indicated,  it  must  ne- 
cessarily produce  good  results;  but  if  it  gets 
started  on  a  series  of  financial  and  industrial 
experiments  and  permits  the  caprices  of 
some  of  its  members  to  dominate  adminis- 
trative action,  much  harm  will  inevitably 
follow.    The  premier,    better    known    as 


Senator  Alfonso  Celso,  is  a  man  of  ability 
one  of  the  leading  commercial  lawyers  of 
llie  city,  an  accomplished  politician,  and 
one  of  the  principal  leaders  of  his  part)'. 
He  has  twice  held  cabinet  positions,  once 
as  minister  of  marine  and  once  as  minister 
of  finance.  In  the  last  named,  he  made 
some  very  serious  mistakes,  such  as  the 
effort  to  maintain  a  fixed  rate  of  exchange 
by  using  the  means  at  his  disposal  in  the 
Treasury,  the  shipment  of  coffee  to  cover 
remittances  for  account  of  the  Treasury,  and 
the  effort  to  impose  a  lax  on  tramway  pas- 
sengers in  this  city  which  led  to  the  un- 
fortunate "vintem  riot"  of  January  1st,  1880, 
— the  first  two  resulting  in  heavy  losses  to 
the  Treasury,  and  the  last  in  a  collision 
between  the  mob  and  the  military.  He  is 
to  Brazil  very  much  what  James  G.  Blaine 
is  lo  llie  United  States— a  man  to  be  ad- 
mired for  his  brilliant  abilities  and  energy 
and  Lo  be  feared  for  his  caprices,  audacity 
and  hasty  deductions.  The  new  minister 
of  empire  is  more  of  a  literary  man  than  a 
statesman,  and  is  a  favorite  at  the  palace. 
'The  minister  of  justice  is  an  able  but 
impetuous  man,  a  skillful  parliamentarian, 
and  will  be  a  valuable  manager  in  the  next 
elections.  The  minister  of  agriculture  is  a 
man  of  recognized  ability  and  integrity,  and 
may  be  expected  to  perform  the  duties  of 
bis  important  office  with  credit.  The  min- 
ister of  foreign  affairs  is  a  new  hand  and  has 
his  reputation  to  make.  The  remaining  two 
ministers  are  purely  military  men,  and  their 
selection  marks  a  very  significant  change  of 
policy  in  Brazil.  It  is  known  that  the 
selection  of  professional  men  for  the  depart- 
ments of  marine  and  war  was  specially 
imposed  by  llie  Emperor  upon  each  of  the 
leaders  called  to  organize  a  ministry,  ami  it 
is  asserted  that  the  first  list  of  llie  .new 
cabinet  contained  civilians  lor  this  place. 
The  persistence  of  the  Emperor,  however, 
who  has  undoubtedly  been  strongly  urged 
to  this  by. his  confidential  advisers,  finally 
prevailed,  anil  the  adjutant-general  of  llie 
army,  Visconde  de  Maracaji'i,  was  placed  in 
the  department  of  war,  and  an  admiral, 
Barao  do  Ladario,  in  that  of  marine.  Both 
are  able  men  in  their  professions  and  have 
had  nothing  Lo  do  with  politics.  'The  first 
has  served  as  president  of  three  frontier 
provinces  where  the  services  of  a  military 
man  were  required,  and  the  lalter,  better 
known  as  Com.  Costa  Azevedo,  is  iutendente 
ol  marine  at  this  capital.  The  laller  was 
educated  in  the  United  States  navy,  where 
he  served  several  years  before  llie  Mexican 
war.  He  is  noL  altogether  a  favorite  among 
naval  men  because  of  his  opposition  to 
"rings"  and  "jobs,''  but  be  is  generally  rec- 
ognized as  one  of  the  ablest  and  best  men 
in  the  service.  It  is  probable  that  under 
his  administration  some  of  the  barnacles 
will  lie  rubbed  oil"  the  Brazilian  fleet.  The 
selection  ol  these  two  men  is  accepted  as 
an  indication  that  the  Crown  proposes  to 
meet  the  present  republican  movement  by 
the  vigorous  use  of  all  Lhe  military  resources 
ol  lhe  empire,  'file  apathy  of  lhe  Emperor 
over  these  open  threats  of  opposition  to  the 
succession  of  the  Princess  Imperial  has  fre- 
quently provoked  comment,  and  it  has  been 
feared  that  he  would  permit  Lhe  revolution- 
ary party  to  grow  in  strength  and  organization 
until  it  dominated  the  situation.  The  selec- 
tion of  the  two  most  prominent  men  in  the 
army  and  navy  for  cabinet  positions  now 
indicates  thai  the  Emperor  has  resolved  to 
meet  the  emergency,  and  to  counteract  the 
growing  disaffection  in  llie  army  and  navy 
through  conflicts  with  civilian  ministers  by 
pulling  men  of  their  own  profession  at  the 
head  ol  those  departments. 

It  should  be  evident  Lo  the  commerce  of 
Rio  that  the  city  has  entirely  too  many 
banks.  The  most  superficial  student  of  pol- 
itical economy  knows   that  good  dividends 


can  not  be  earned  unless  the  banking  in- 
stitutions become  the  reservoirs  of  private 
savings,  and  employ  these  for  the  benefit,  at 
the  same  time,  of  the  shareholders  and  of 
the  depositors.  The  larger  the  amount  of 
deposits  held  by  the  banks,  the  larger  will 
be  their  earnings  and  consequently  the 
larger  will  be  the  dividends  to  be  received. 
It  appears  from  the  abstract  made  from  the 
balance  sheets  of  the  banks  of  Rio,  and  of 
those  in  the  provinces  which  publish  their 
reports  here,  that  the  capital  of  these  banks 
now  almost  equals  the  amount  held  on 
deposit,  and  this  appears  to  its  to  be  a  proof 
of  our  assertion  that  there  is  a  superabund- 
ance of  banking  institutions  already  organ- 
ized, and  as  there  are  more  coming  it 
would  appear  that  the  greatest  prudence 
will  soon  become  requisite,  not  only  on  the 
part  of  investors  who  may  be  inclined  to 
enter  these  institutions,  but  more  particu- 
larly on  the  part  of  the  managers  and 
directors,  who  will  possibly  be  tempted  to 
entertain  proposals  (or  business  clearly 
hazardous,  rather  than  confess  that  competi- 
tion is  reducing  earnings.  The  premiums 
lo  which  the  shares  of  the  smaller  and 
more  recently  established  banks  in  Rio  have 
advanced  seem  to  us  based  on  nothing  but 
a  speculative  feeling.  Take  the  Banco 
Delcredere  for  example.  With  a  paid  up 
capital  of  2.000,000$  and  reserve  fund  of 
150,000$,  the  bank  has  a  liability  on  bills 
re-discounted  of  over  5,000,000$,  and  its 
shares  are  quoted  al  between  250$  and  260$ 
pet  share.  It  appears  evident  that  this 
cannot  be  considered  an  intrinsic  value,  but 
one  based  upon  speculation.  Others  of  the 
newer  banks  are  under  similar  abnormal 
inllucnccs,  and  prudence,  we  repeal,  be- 
comes more  anil  more  requisite.  Most  of 
our  readers  will  recall  the  excitement  over 
insurance  companies  a  lew  years  ago,  when 
shares  of  companies  only  just  organized 
were  nominally  pushed  up  lo  50  and  60  per 
cent,  premium,  since  when  many  of  llie 
shares  have  declined  below  par.  Banking 
may  be  overdone  as  well  as  insurance,  and 
in  the  former  case  the  interests  concerned 
are  so  much  greater  and  more  widely  dis- 
tributed that  any  consequent  failure  is  sure 
to  lie  more  serious.  We  suggest  that  com- 
pany organizers  remain  satisfied  with  the 
number  of  banks  already  in  existence  in  the 
city  ol  Rio,  or  if  the  anxiety  to  hold  shares 
in  these  institutions  must  be  met,  let  them 
organize  local  banks  in  the  interior  towns. 


periods— and  all  this  to  the  serious  loss 
and  inconvenience  of  the  mercantile  com- 
munity. There  have  been  complaints, 
of  course,  but  the  customs  officials  know 
their  power  and  consequently  paid  no  atten- 
tion whatever  to  them.  In  Santos,  it  is  to 
b!  presumed  that  the  same  policy  has  been 
pursued.  The  steamship  agencies  complain 
of  the  lack  of  warehouse  room  in  the  custom 
house,  of  their  obligation  to  hire  hulks  and 
lighters  for  the  receipt  and  storage  of  mer- 
chandise at  fabulous  prices,  the  limited 
hours  ol  discharge  and  insufficient  number 
of  laborers,  and  other  impediments  and 
inconveniences  which  operate  to  delay  dis- 
charge and  increase  expense.  If  these  dif- 
ficulties are  not  removed,  they  advise  the 
government  that  the  trade  of  Santos  will  be 
transferred  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  which  will 
unquestionably  be  true.  We  do  not  know 
that  the  importers  will  gain  much  by  the 
change,  but  they  will  certainly  make  the 
trial.  And  the  result  will  be  that  the  trade 
of  Santos  will  suffer  most  severely,  while 
llie  people  of  Brazil  will  have  to  pay 
enhanced  prices  for  their  goods  to  cover  the 
expenses  incurred  through  the  lifeless  and 
indifferent  administration  of  the  custom 
house. 


The  steamship  agencies  of  Santos,  un- 
able to  submit  longer  to  the  delays  and 
losses  occasioned  by  the  insufficient  accom- 
modations and  arbitrary  treatment  accorded 
them  at  the  custom-house  of  that  port,  have 
addressed  a  memorial  to  the  minister  of 
finance,  under  tlate  of  the  14th  tilt.,  calling 
attention  to  the  present  state  of  affairs  in 
that  important  institution  and  asking  for 
adequate  remedies.  The  subject  is  one 
which  should  have  received  immediate  at- 
tention, but  in  view  of  the  apathy  and  lack 
of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  outgoing 
ministry  and  the  chaotic  state  of  public 
affairs  during  the  past  fortnight,  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  the  document  referred  to 
has  not  even  been  read.  It  is  cause  for 
deep  regret,  even  from  an  official  stand- 
point, that  such  matters  as  this  can  not  be 
attended  to  without  a  moment's  delay.  The 
foreign  trade  of  Brazil  is  die  most  fruitful 
source  of  revenue  which  she  possesses,  and  it 
is  simply  suicidal  to  permit  these  com- 
plaints to  pass  unnoticed.  What  the  im- 
porting merchants  and  steamship  agencies 
of  this  city  have  had  to  endure,  especially 
during  the  last  six  months,  is  not  unknown, 
even  to  the  officials.  Shipping  has  been 
delayed  for  days  and  weeks,  and  mer- 
chandise of  every  kind  and  description  has 
emained  on  the  lighters  awaiting  dis- 
charge at  the  custom  house  for  even  longer 


The  Brazilian  health  authorities  have  been 
showing  a  most  worthy  diligence  in  examin- 
ing imported  food  and  drink  to  prevent  any  . 
evil    occurring    to    the   consumer,   and   we 
highly  commend  this  care,  when  extended 
to  imported  articles,  for  the  foreigner  should 
not   under  any  circumstances  be  permitted 
to  poison  the   Brazilian  consumer.     At  the 
same  time,  we  may  be  permitted  lo  call  a 
part  of  the  attention  of  the  chemical  ex- 
perts, who  are  so  busy  in  guarding  the  con- 
sumer against   the   rascality  and  avarice  of 
the  foreigner,  to  a  matter   of  such  vital  im- 
portance that  the  silence  of  Brazilian  jour- 
nals on  the  subject  is  difficult  to  understand. 
We  refer  to  the  salt  now  supplied  to  the  Rio 
market.      Many,   no   doubt    most,    ol    our 
readers  are  accustomed  to  use  refined  salt 
in  the  kitchen  as   well  as  on  the  table,  but 
the  very  large    majority  of   consumers  use 
the  coarse  salt  until  recently  imported  from 
Cadiz,  St.  Ubes  and  other  producing  centres.  ■ 
The    paternal     Brazilian    government    has 
placed  such  a  duty  on  foreign  salt,  however, 
as  to  virtually  render  it  a  luxury,  and  the 
Brazilian    consumer    has    been    reduced   to 
seasoning  bis  food  with  the  produce  of  the 
salt  pans  of  die  northern  provinces,  which, 
we  have  good  reason  to  believe,  in  place  of 
being  a   condiment,     is    unpleasantly    like 
a  poison.     We  are  informed  that  the  mix- 
ture of  sand  and  earth  with  the  salt  supplied 
Rio  consumers  is  not  nearly  the  worst,  but 
that  thesalt  when  exposed  to  the  air  quick- 
ly becomes  ill-smelling,   proving  that  some 
organization   in   a  state  of  putrefaction  is 
present.     We   have   been   informed  that  a 
farmer  in  the  province  of  Minas  Geraes  lost 
the  whole  of   a  shipment   ol    bacon   (tou- 
cinho)  which,  cured  with  "native  industry" 
salt,  arrived  at  Rio  in  a  condition  unfit  for 
food,  and  this  is  not  the  only  case  of  this 
character  cither.     Now,  it  appears  evident 
that  there  is  something  radically  wrong  in 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  of  Rio. 
The  death  rate,  averaging  as  it  does  nearly 
60  per  diem,  is  only   too  clear  a  proof  of 
this,  and  although  want  of  water,  defective 
drainage,  etc.,  may  have  more  or  less  to  do 
with  the  mortality,  some  other  cause  must 
exist  for  this  state  of  things.     This,  we  are 
convinced,  must  be  sought  in  the  food  and 
drink  of  the   people,    and   until  this  is  dis- 
covered and  destroyed  the  city  will  remain 
the  pest-hole  it  appeals  to  be.     And  we  say 
pest-hole  advisedly,    for  if  yellow  fever  re- 
mains endemic   during  the  cold  months, 
and  beri-beri  makes  its  five  or  six  victims 
per  day,   what  are   the  dwellers  in   Rio  to 
expect  when  the  thermometer  gets  into  the 
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nineties  again?  It  is  alarming.  If  the 
salt  supplied  the  Rio  consumers  is  of  the 
quality  we  are  assured  it  is,  there  can  be  no 
reasonable  doubt  that  one  great  cause  of 
this  increase  in  the  mortality  reports  is  dis- 
covered. One  thing  is  certain — a'uiost 
rigorous  examination  of  this  necessity  of 
life  is  imperative,  Patriotic  protection  for 
the  Macao,  Mossord  and  Cape  Frio  salt 
pans  is  all  very  well,  but  it  is  murder  to 
force  the  poorer  classes  of  Rio  to  use  an 
article  which,  being  a  necessity  of  life,  con- 
tains germs  of  disease  and  death.  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  declines  to  use  "native  in- 
dustry" salt ;  an  experiment  proved  its 
inferiority  to  the  imported  article,  and  the 
special  tariff  there  allows  importation  of  the 
latter.  We  sincerely  advise  dealers  in  salt 
here  to  make  use  of  the  Rio  Grande  tariffs 
and  bring  the  cargoes  up  to  Rio.  It  is 
perfectly  legitimate,  and  at  the  same  time  it 
is  philanlhropical.

Til E  PROGRAMME, 

At  the  political  reunion  winch  was  held  yesterday 
at  2  p.  m.  in  the  edifice  oi  the  Iribuna  Libeial 
there  were  present,  besides  a  large  number  of 
liberal  senators  and  deputies,  the  republican  dep- 
uties Lamounier  Godofredo  and  Monteiro  Manso. 

Visconde  de  Ouro  Preto  gave  a  summary  of  the 
programme  oi  the  situation,  proposed  to  H.  M. 
the  Emperor  and  accepted  without  restrictions  by 
the  chief  of  the  slate. 

The  programme  consists  of: 

1st.— The  extension  of  tlic  ballot.  Income  need 
not  be  proved.  Every  adult  Brazilian  citizen  will 
lie  a  voter  who  can  read  and  write  and  exercises  a 
certain  profession.  Representation  to  correspond 
to  the  number  of  voters. 

2nd.— Provincial  autonomy.  The  presidents  of 
provinces  will  be  elected  in  three  or  five-name  lists 
and  chosen  by  II.  M.  the  Emperor.  Judges  of  the 
lower  courts  f/.il  imlaticin)  will  be  nominated  by 
the  presidents  of  provinces,  and  in  this  manner 
also  will  be  filled  such  places  as  arc  purely 
provincial. 

There  will  be  distinction  of  service  mid  of  rev- 
enue and  a  development  of  municipal  autonomy. 

3rd. — Freedom  of  worship. 

4th. — Civil  marriage. 

5U1,  — Temporality  of  the  .Senate,  by  a  propor 
tional  renewal  to  harmonize  with  the  nature  of  the 
institution  the  necessity  of  a  more  immediate 
representation. 

His  Ex.    will   present   these   projects   as    a  pro- 
•  gramme  around   which  are   to   gyrate   the  coming 
elections,   and   will    ask   of    the  newly  constituted 
Chamber   urgency   for  the  two  first  measures— ex- 
tension of  the  ballot  and  provincial  autonomy. 

Sr.  Lamounier  said  that  individually  he  would 
not  refuse  his  support  to  the  cabinet's  democratic 
measures  to  be  proposed,  and  reserved  to  himself 
to  speak  in  the  name  and  as  a  representative  ol 
his  party  when  the  cabinet  appeared  before  the 
Chambers. 


THE  BUDGE']  FORECAST. 
The  Brazilian  budget  forecast  for  the  present 
year  is  not  of  a  hopeful  character.  After  estimat- 
ing the  revenue  as  favorably  as  possible,  and 
allowing  for  no  more  expenditure  than  is  certain 
to  take  place,  there  is  still  a  deficit  of  over  £2,- 
500,000.  To  this  must  be  added  a  sum  of  ^500,- 
000  for  the  relief  ol  sufferers  by  the  drouth  in 
Ceara,  and  the  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  As  is  always  the  case  with  a  country 
whose  expenses  are  greater  than  its  income,  much 
difference  of  opinion  exists  with  regard  to  the 
proper  courses  to  he  taken.  The  financial  experts 
have  bitter  controversies  upon  the  best  way  of 
making  the  country  self-supporting;  but,  so  far  as 
can  be  judged,  the  schemes  advanced  are  only 
variations  upon  the  art  of  begging  the  question. 
Upon  one  point  all  are  agreed— namely,  that  it  was 
the  Paraguayan  war  which  threw  Brazil  behind  in 
her  finances.  She  has  never  been  able  to  pay  for 
that  war,  her  average  deficit  ever  since  1873  being 
£2,800,000.  The  revenue  exhibits  a  certain  am- 
ount of  elasticity,  and  is,  in  fact,  gradually  on  tho 
increase  from  year  to  year ;

South  and  Central  American  slates  with  llie  follow- 
ing debts  at  the  end  of  1887  :  Brazil  £97,806,118;

Mexico  £28,810,777;  Chili  £16,764,939  ;  Uruguay 
£15,085,077;  Cosla  Rica  £2,523,059;  Guatemala 
£2,128,692;  Paraguay  £1,397,401  ;  Bolivia  £1,- 
231,942;  and  Nicaragua  £279,206.  This  gives  a 
grand  total  of  about  £278,804.956,  which,  includ- 
ing the  debts  of  Venezuela,  Columbia  and  Ecuador, 
will  easily  reach  £300,000,000  at  the  present  lime.

—The  Gaeeta  de  Aracajit,  Alagoas,  says  lhat  (he 
news  from  the  interior  represent  a  great  scarcity  of 
food  and  consequently  much  suffering.  The 
drouth  has  been  severe  and  the  plantations  have 
been  greatly  injured. 

— 'there  were  373  deaths  In  Campinas  in  May, 
making  a  total  of  3,205  smce  l'ie  beginning  of  the 
year.  Campinas  had  a  population  of  about  18,000, 
more  than  half  of  which  abandoned  Ihe  eily  after 
the  epidemic  appeared. 

-—The  total  export  of  rubber  from  the  Amazon 
valley  in  April  amounted  lo  822,466  kilogrammes, 
of  which  459,379  kilogrammes  went  to  the  United 
Slales.  (.lithe  total  205. 54S  kilos,  were  shipped 
front  Manaos  direct  to  Europe, 

—  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  has  been  suffering  severely 
from  inundations  owing  to  Ihe  heavy  rainfall.  Ad- 
vices from  Livrarnento  state  thai  ihe  Jaguary  and 
Toiopy  rivers  overflowed  a  considerable  extent  of 
country  and  caused  severe  losses. 

—The  /Mario  Mercanhl  is  informed  that  laundry 
machinery  of  the  latest  patlern  is  now  on  ils  way 
out  from  the  United  Slales  for  a  large  laundry  to 
he  established  in  Campos  Elyseos  [Flysian  fields] 
city  of  S.  Paulo,  Prominent  capitalists  of  S.  Paulo 
are  said  lo  be  at  the  head  of  llie  enterprise, 

—The  artesian  well  al  Cnnafistula,  Ceara,  on 
which  operations  were  begun  on  April  17LI1,  bad 
reached  a  depth  of  270  feel  on  May  15th.  \ 
great  part  of  tile  drilling  had  been  through  layers 
of  rock.  We  are  informed  that  water  had  been 
struck,  bill  no!  ol  the  requisite  quality  and 
quantity. 

—fin  the  2nd  news  were  received  of  the  Ceara 
reservoir  commission.  It  was  working  with  great 
aclivily,  and  bad  built  two  kilometres  of  railway 
from  Ihe  quarries  to  the  she  of  llie  dam.  As  ii 
was  necessary  to  break  up  large  blocks  of  stone  to 
lay  ihe  foundations  of  ihe  dam,  why  these  frag- 
ments were  nol  used  is  uncertain. 

—A  shoe-dealer  ol  Sito  Paulo,  named  i'.arcellos, 
has  adopted  the  surname  of  Clark,  so  that  he  can 
reap  some  imaginary  benefit  from  the  reputation 
established  in  Brazil  by  the  well  known  house  ol 
Clark  &  Co.  This  is  a  new  dodge  to  escape  the 
operations  of  the  law  forbidding  Ihe  unauthorized 
use  of  another  man's  commercial  name.  The  junta 
commercial,  however,  has  registered  the  articles  of 
partnership  of  the  Marcellos  brothers,  and  raises 
no  objection  lo  the  name  adopted. 

—Four  notorious  cutthroats  recently  threw  the 
village  of  Cravinhos,  on  the  Mogyaua  railway  near 
Ribeirao  Preto,  S.  Paulo,  into  extreme  terror  by 
murdering  a  poor  inoffensive  black  ami  threatening 
to  kill  others.  Two  of  them  hunted  up  one  of  llie 
threatened  parties  and  tried  to  kill  him,  but  the 
result  was  that  one  of  them  was  killed  on  the  spol. 
Whereupon  the  frightened  people  came  out  ol  their 
hiding  places  and  called  llie  poor  man  a  "public 
benefactor"  for  ridding  llie  place  of  the  desperado. 
It  is  curious  to  note  thai  ihe  desperado  was  called 
a  "police  capanqa." 

—A  correspondent  of  a  Ceara  journal  writing 
from  Ralurilij  gives  an  account  of  a  wild  pigeon 
roost,  or  nesting  place,  near  there  which  he  recent- 
ly visited,  The  birds  are  said  to  number  millions, 
and  the  inhabitants  go  egg-gathering  to  a  great 
extent.  The  correspondent  estimates  that  6,000 
people  daily  visit  the  roost  and  they  average  20 
litres  of  eggs  apiece,  or  say  120,000  litres  per 
diem.  As  each  litre  is  said  to  be  composed  of  ioo 
eggs,  the  daily  out-turn  appears  to  be  12,000,000 
eggs,  which  is  very  properly  staled  to  be  startling. 
The  market  price  is  said  to  be  40  rs.— 100  rs.  per 
litre,  but  the  use  for  the  eggs  is  not  clearly  ex- 
plained.    The  story  suggests  "egg-nog." 

—The  Conclude  Santos  of  the  5H1  inst.  announ 
ces  ihe  accidental  discovery  of  an  important  theft 
of  merchandise  in  Santos,  which  may  serve  to  clear 
up  many  of  the  complaints  for  some  time  made  in 
lhat  city.  A  clerk  from  one  of  ihe  important 
commercial  bouses  there  saw  some  packages  com- 
ing out  of  a  shop  in  Rua  Xavicr  da  Silva  concealed 
in  bags  on  which  he  saw  the  mark  "L&C." 
(Lion  &  Co.)  parity  erased.  The  mailer  was 
reported  and  the  police  discovered  lo  more  pack- 
ages in  the  same  place  with  the  same  mark.  The 
name  of  the  thieving  merchant  is  nol  given,  but  it 
is  said  lhat  Ihe  mailer  will  be  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated. 


—There  were  III  deaths  in  Campos  in  May,  of 
of  which  16  were  from  diarrhoea,  8  from  diverse 
fevers  and  4  from  measles.  The  principal  diseases 
appear  lo  lie  those  of  llie  digestive  organs. 

—The  Cotreio  do  SallP,  a  S.  Paulo  journal, 
declares  lhat  it  will  consider  him  the  real  republican 
chief  who  places  himself  al  the  head  of  an  armed 
revolution.  Al  ihe  same  lime  ihe  Correio  thinks  il 
inopportune  to  have  a  revolution,  and  lhat  the 
choice  of  leaders  may  he  deferred  for  a  while. 

—Paid  journals  give  ao  account  of  a  horrible 
scene  of  bloodshed  on  May  8lh  al  a  town  called 
S.  Miguel  do  (liiaina  in  lhat  province.  Two 
merchants,  brothers,  were  seated  al  ihe  dinner 
table,  when  three  Ceareuses,  one  the  master  ami 
ihe  others  his  employe's,  appeared  and  ihe  former 
at  once  shot  and  killed  one  of  the  merchants,  after- 
wards stabbing  the  corpse  and  cutting  off  one  of 
Ihe  ears.  The  oilier  brother  was  stabbed  and  also 
killed,  and  finally  one  of  llie  murderers  mistaking 
a  companion  for  the  clerk  of  the  murdered  111011, 
fired  upon  him  with  fatal  effects.  1 1  is  evident, 
says  the  journal,  thai  ihe  murder  was  premeditated 
as  the  chief  assassin  made  his  will  and  look  leave 
of  bis  family  before  proceeding  lo  attack  his  victims 
and  has  since  presented  himself  to  llie  police.  Old 
quarrels  over  competition  in  business  is  ihe  cause 
of  this  horrible  affair.

-A  telegram  of  the  71I1  says  the  governor, 
ministers  and  mayor  of  Mendoza  are  proposing  lo 
raise  a  loan  of  ten  millions  for  llie  improvement  ol 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  4II1  hist,  states 
llial  a  loan  of  ^700,000  was  placed  on  ihe  Condon 
market  llial  day  fur  the  construction  of  a  railway 
from  Montevideo  to  General  Arligas,  on  llie 
Brazilian  frontier. 

—  As  we  staled  months  ago,  the  Argentine  gov- 
ernment is  determined  to  oblige  all  hanks  in  the 
republic  to  come  under  llie  provisions  of  the  free 
banking  law.  To  this  effect,  Congress  is  requested 
lo  apply  a  lax  on  all  deposits  of  so-called  private 
banks,  and  il  is  understood  that  if  lliis  gentle 
reminder  does  not  produce  llie  desired  effect,  other 
more  cfleclual  measures  will  be  adopted  to  enforce 
the  free-banking  law  in  all  quarters.  This  looks 
like  a  serious  blow  lo  foreign  eapiial,  but  in  reality 
the  government  is  conferring  a  boon  on  the  banks, 
although  llie  board  of  directors  and  shareholders 
in  London  may  fail  to  see  the  advantages  thus 
forced  on  them.  The  measure  is  calculated  lo 
produce  an  ill  feeling  in  London.  —  Buenos  Aires 
Standard,  May  21, 

—The  demand  for  dwelling  houses  in  the  centre 
of  the  City  is  still  increasing  and  it  is  now  impos- 
sible to  rem  an  ordinary  house,  say  off)  rooms,  for 
less  than  $io'o  to  $200  per  month.  1*1  very  hotel, 
however  dear,  every  posada,  however  dirty,  every 
convmtillo,  every  nook  and  corner  where  a  eatre 
can  be  placed,  is  occupied.  Hundreds  of  small 
shopkeepers  are  forced  to  construct  a  sleeping 
apartment  behind  the  counters  at  which  ihey  do 
their  daily  work,  and  we  have  mel  workmen  who 
earn  a  good  salary  and  who  arc  obliged  lo  sleep  in 
the  open  air  because  they  are  not  admitted  under 
Ihe  shelter  of  a  roof.  We  were  accosted  by  an 
Irish  mechanic  this  week  who  informed  us  he  was 
off  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  by  the  first  steamer  because 
he  could  not  find  a  room  in  the  eily  of  Buenos 
Aires,  though  he  offered  to  pay  a  good  price.—

—Taking  into  con  side  ration  (he  comparatively 
small  population  of  the  Republic,  it  is  easily  seen 
that  Uruguay  stands  in  the  fust  raid;  of  South 
American  nations  as  a  revenue-producing  country, 
for  while  Columbia,  Ecuador,  Peril  and  Bolivia 
show  receipts  per  inhabitant  of  $3,  4.50,  $5  and 
$2  respectively;  Brazil  $5,  Chile  $[4,  and  the 
Argentine  Republic  itself  only  about  $20  in  cur- 
rency depreciated  50%,  Uruguay  can  boasl  of  re- 
ceipts amounting  to  $21  gold  per  head  (equal  to 
$35  m  currency,  )  the  inhabitants  paying  (his 
amount  without  at  all  complaining  of  heavy  taxa- 
tion, the  facilities  of  commerce  being  so  great  that 
the  charge  is  not  even  ielt,  and,  moreover,  it  being 
well  known  that  our  custom  liou.se  duties  are  lower 
than  those  of  any  other  country,  and  that  for  this 
reason  goods  are  often  shipped  10  Montevideo  lo 
be  sent  overland  to  Brazil.—  River  Plate  Times, 
Montevideo. 

—Nothing  could  he  more  satisfactory  than  the 
summary  of  progress  as  reflected  by  the  figures  of 
the  census  [  [887]  and  Buenos  Aires  may  claim  the 
reputation  of  being  one  of  the  most  go-aliead 
cities  of  the  age,  vieing  wilh  die  sudden  am!  amaz- 
ing growth  of  the  largest  cilies  of  the  United 
Stales  and  Canada.

—According  (o  the  communication  of  Sr.  Fer- 
reira  Vianna,  minister  o(  empire,  dated  on  May 
nth,  published  on  June  8th,  and  addressed  lo  the 
commissary  general  id  the  Capuchin  missionaries 
in  Brazil,  there  is  nothing  in  the  laws,  nor  in  the 
constitution  of  Brazil  which  prevents  lhe  entry  of 
novices  into  lhe  order.  On  lhe  contrary,  the  gov- 
ernment appeared  to  think  it  advisable  that  novices 
should  be  received,  for  the  services  of  the  Capu- 
chins have  been  so  very  important  in  taming 
Indians. 

—The  Jornal  of  tile  Slli  relates  that  lhe  pro- 
prietor of  a  house  in  Rua  do  Senador  do  Kusebio 
was  called  upon  a  few  days  since  to  pay  the 
predial  tax  for  the  first  half  of  1887.  As  he  had 
paid  the  tax,  he  exhibited  the  receipt  and  finally, 
after  much  trouble,  got  the  administrator  of  the 
tax  to  order  the  cancellation  of  lhe  debt.  Not- 
withstanding all  this  the  judicial  process  was  con- 
tinued and  on  the  7th  he  suddenly  found  that  the 
house  was  being  appraised  for  sale  at  auction  to 
satisfy  the  lax.

a  wheel;  the  wheel  is  set  in  motion  by  a  blast  of 
air  from  (lie  bellows,  to  which  il  is  then  coupled, 
and  the  wheel  produces  blasts,  ami  the  blasts 
propel  the  wheel  ad  itifinttum—ox  any  how  as 
long  as  the  wheels  and  bellows  last.  The  inventor 
docs  not  appear  to  have  considered  lhe  propriety  of 
using  legislative  bellows  lo  propel  his  machine,  but 
they  are  lo  be  recommended  as  they  may  be  con- 
sidered indestructible.

—On  the  23rd  ulto,  the  minister  of  war  informed 
lhe  adjutant  general  that  after  lhe  ranks  of  the  9th 
cavalry  and  25th  infantry  were  filled,  293  recruits 
were  lo  be  furnished  the  marine  corps.  The  re- 
cruits are  expected  from  the  northern  provinces. 

— On  the  1st  ilist.  the  navy  department  sent 
estimates  lo  the  agricultural  department  of  the 
expense  requisite  to  destroy  that  lighter  sunk  in  the 
Santos  harbor  about  six  months  ago.  The  navy 
:iepartment  is  slow  in  making  estimates;  let  us 
hope  it  is  sure. 

— The  coasting  steamer  Rio  Grande  seems  to 
aave  had  a  narrow  escape  in  lhe  storm  of  27th  nil. 
11  her  run  from  Montevideo  to  Rio  Grande.  A 
rudder  chain  broke  and  lor  two  hours  the  ship  was 
completely  al  lhe  mercy  of  lhe  waves.  The  deck 
works  of  lhe  steamer  suffered  considerable  damage. 
—Will  the  funny  man  of  0  Pais  be  glad  to  know 
lliat  if  we  unfortunate  dwellers  in  the  Rua  Sele  de 
Setenibio  are  occasionally  splashed  with  mud, 
this  accident  is  not  nearly  so  conducive  to  bad 
language  as  would  be  lhe  invasion  of  the  poets 
and  loafers  thai  infest  lhe  Rua  do  Ouvidor. 

— During  18S8,  3, Soo  patients  were  received  at 
lhe  military  hospital  here  and  203  were  brought 
over  from  1887.  Of  these  3,714  were  discharged 
as  cured,  76  were  transferred  and  35  died,  leaving 
178  patients  at  lhe  end  of  the  year.  Beri-beri  and 
consumption  caused  most  of  the  deaths. 

—The  produce  sent  to  the  Rio  market  by  tliesmall 
farmers  in  the  suburbs  last  month  is  estimated  to 
have  amounted  lolhe  money  value  0(625,495^270, 
of  which,  however,  265, &74$5oo  is  represented  by 
charcoal,  which  shows  that  the  destruction  of  the 
woods  around  the  city  continues  on  a  large  scale. 

— The  telephone  company  of  this  city,  which  has 
given  so  wretched  a  service  for  the  price  charged, 
has  had  lhe  facial  rigidity  lo  ask  the  government 
for  an  extension  of  privilege  for  20  years.  The 
government,  however,  proposes  lowork  that  pocket 
for  itself,  and  lhe  petition  has  accordingly  been 
archived. 

— The  exceptionally  high  death  rate  in  this  city 
during  the  past  week  deserves  the  serious  atten- 
tion oi  the  sanitary  authorities.  The  "scare"  of 
the  summer  bcinij  over,  the  hoatd  of  health  and 
department  officials  appear  to  have  lost  all  interest 
in  sanitary  mailers.  Where  is  Dr.  "Flushing 
Thanks"? 

—The  Diario  de.  Campinas  slates  lliat  the  mortal- 
ity in  that  city  was  252  in  January,  223  in  Febru- 
ary, 467  in  March,  S90  in  April  and  373  in  May; 
total  2,205.  We  are  informed  by  parties  conversant 
wilh  the  epidemic  there  that  these  figures  are  much 
below  the  truth,  as  the  daily  reports  during  a  part 
of  April  were  much  under  the  reality. 

--As  the  government  has  decided  to  make  Mr. 
Slater,  as  representative  of  lhe  Western  and  Brazil- 
ian telegraph  company,  liable  for  income  lax,  we 
presume  thai  managers  of  foreign  banks,  steam- 
ship companies,  sewing  machines,  insurance  com- 
panies, life  and  fire,  ft  id  omne  genus  must  lie 
prepared  for  a    similar  infliction, 

—  0  Paiz  is  responsible  for  the  report  that  Sr. 
Ferreira  Vianna,  lale  minister  of  justice,  and  after- 
wards of  empire,  in  lhe  Joao  Alfredo  cabinet,  will 
proceed  lo  Rome  and  take  holy  orders.  This 
action  will  not  debar  him  from  political  life,  for  a 
good  part  ol  lhe  Para  delegation  to  the  Chamber, 
and  also  one  senator,  show  the  "crown"  when 
present  at  legislative  meetings. 

—The  list  of  persons  and  corporations  drawn  up 
on  the  25th  ult.  by  the  Instiluto  Historieo  for  the 
reception  of  the  medals  struck  by  that  society  in 
commemoration  of  the  abolition  act  of  May  13, 
18SS,  was  printed  in  the  Diario  Official  m\  the  3rd 
inst.  There  arc  552  medals  in  all-4  gold,  50 
silver  and  49S  bronze— of  which  71  arc  still  on 
hand  for  subsequent  profound  deliberation.  The 
4  gold  medals  were  for  the  Emperor,  the  Princess 
Imperial,  lhe  Pope  and  Pope's  secretary.  Of  the 
silver  and  bronze  medals  124 are  distributed  among 
the  officers  and  members  of  lhe  Institute,  including 
a  number  of  lhe  bitterest  pro-slavery  men  in  the 
country,  such  as  Smimbii  and  Richard  Gumbleton 
Daunt.  Al!  (he  municipal  councils,  public  libra- 
ries and  principal  literary  and  commercial  cor- 
porations of  the  empire  are  named,  17  news- 
papers of  Rio,  and  a  large  number  of  individuals. 
Besides  these  161  foreign  societies  are  to  receive 
the  medals.  The  principal  omissions  to  be  noted 
are  the  British  and  Foreign  Anti-Slavery  Society, 
the  British  Museum,  lhe  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
New  York,  M.  Victor  Schlrecher  (who  did  so 
much  for  emancipation  at  the  outset),  Cardinal 
Lavigerie  (who  is  doing  so  much  to  check  the 
African  slave  trade),  the  British  Minister,  and 
The  Rio  Ntws. 


— The  arrivals  of  immigrants  here  in  May  num- 
bered 2,111,  of  which  974  weie  Spaniards,  722 
Portuguese  and  only  28  Italians. 

—"The  new  minister  of  the  United  Slates  in 
Paris,  Mr.  Whitelaw  Reid,  upon  being  presented 
(o  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  of  the  French  re- 
pnbbc*  had  to  employ  an  interpreter,  for  he  does 
not  know  French  and  Mr.  Spuller  docs  not  know 
English."  Jornal  do  Commenb,  81I1  June.  Mr. 
Spuller's  education  seems   to  have  been  neglected. 

— On  the  morning  of  the  3rd  a  waggon  fjoing  at 
full  speed  down  lhe  Rua  Sete  de  Selembro  ran 
overan  old  Portuguese,  who  died  before  reaching 
the  hospital.  The  driver  of  the  waggon  escaped, 
and  not  even  the  number  of  the  vehicle  was  taken. 
Until  some  hundreds  of  these  brutes  of  drivers  are 
shot  there  will  always  be  clanger  for  footmen  in  the 
miserably  narrow  streets  of  Rio. 


Financial  Notes 

— Up  to  latest  advices  only  two  proposals  for  the 
projected  improvements  at  the  Rio  Grande  bar  have 
been  received  by  the  government. 

— The  Saneatiiento  do  Rio  de  Janeiro  company 
was  duly  organized  on  the  4th  inst.  The  directors 
are  to  receive  10,000$  each  per  annum. 

— On  the  31st  ulto.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
refused  the  request  of  the  Uniao  Tclephonica  do 
Brazil  company  for  an  extension  of  its  privilege  for 
20  years. 

— The  Cidade  do  Rio  says  that  owing  to  the 
decree  demonetizing  foreign  silver  coins  in  the 
Oriental  Republic,  all  the  Brazilian  silver  is  com- 
ing hack  home. 

— On  the  4II1  hypothecary  notes  of  the  Banco  de 
Credito  Real  do  Brazil  sold  al  76  per  cent.,  but  lhe 
buyers  also  paid  77j£  per  cent.  It  appears  that 
i]4.  percent,  represents  the  discount  on  a.  eaulela. 

— A  company  to  be  known  as  Comnwrcio  e  In- 
dustria  is  in  process  of  formation  here.  The 
capilal  is  300,ooow  in  200$  shares  and  its  object  is 
the  preparation  of  coffee   in  the  hull  for  shipment. 

— The  Petropolilana  mill  has  raised  a  foreign 
loan,  through  Visconde  de  Figuehedo,  for  4,000,- 
000$  nominal  to  retire  ils  present  debentures  and 
pay  lhe  floating  debt.  Conditions  arc  not  made 
public. 

—The  May  receipts  of  the  Victoria  [Espirito 
Santo]  custom  house  amounted  to  9,559$39i,  of 
which  2,886$3i5  were  from  imports  ami  4,549^405 
from  exports.
